Former first lady Nancy Reagan 
praised her late husband from the 
stage Sunday laying a wreath on his 
grave and singing “Happy Birthday” 
with the Beach Boys as actors, musi- 
cians, former advisers and friends 
paid tribute to Ronald Reagan on the 
100th anniversary of his birth. 

Nancy Reagan greeted the crowd 
of about 1,500 invited dignitaries 
under a tent on the east lawn of the 
Ronald Reagan Presidential Library 
in Simi Valley. 

“I know that Ronnie would be 
thrilled,” the 89-year-old said, look- 
ing skjAward, “and is thrilled, to have 
all of you share in his 100th birthday.

‘Kids for Cash’ 'h'ial Set to Begin 


Prosecutors: Scheme 
yielded Pa. judge 
$2.8M in kickbacks 

Allentown, Pa. 

Kids in Luzerne County had incen- 
tive to stay out of the courtroom of 
Mark Ciavarella, a fearsome, zero- 
tolerance judge who tossed youths 
into juvenile detention even when 
their crimes didn’t warrant it. 

Ciavarella ordered a 13-year- 
old boy to spend 48 days in a pri- 
vate jail for throwing steak at his 
mother’s boyfriend during an argu- 
ment. A 10 -year- old girl who acci- 


dentally set her house ablaze lan- 
guished in the same jail, PA Child 
Care, for more than a month — 
forced to shower naked in front of 
male guards, she says, and prohib- 
ited from hugging her family dur- 
ing rare visits. 

PA Child Care’s beds were filled 
with young offenders who didn’t 
belong there, prosecutors allege, 
because its owner was paying kick- 
backs to Ciavarella. 

On Monday, the disgraced for- 
mer judge will stand trial in one of 
the biggest courtroom scandals 
in U.S. history — a $2.8 million 
bribery scheme known as “kids 
for cash.” 


Backstory 

Former judges 
Mark Ciavarella, 

shown, and Michael 
Conahan left the 
bench after being 
charged in January 
2009 and pleading guilty that Febru- 
ary to honest services fraud and tax 
evasion in a deal that called for 87 
months in prison, but the deals were 
rejected. A federal grand jury then 
returned a 48-count racketeering in- 
dictment against the two. Conahan 
pleaded guilty to one racketeering 
charge and awaits sentencing, (ap) 


Court documents outline a 
scheme in which Michael Conah- 
an, then Luzerne County’s presi- 
dent judge, forced the county-run 
juvenile detention center to close 
in 2002, and helped PA Child 
Care LLC, a company owned by 
his friend, secure contracts worth 
tens of millions of dollars to house 
youth offenders. 

Ciavarella, who presided over 
juvenile court, sent youths to PA 
Child Care and a sister facility 
while taking payments from the 
owner and the builder of the facil- 
ities, prosecutors said. Ciavarella 
has said he didn’t believe he was 
breaking the law. (ap)

Hughes said the house just north 
of the Ohio campus had been bus- 
tling with 50 or more people, some 
as young as 17. Six of the injured 
were students, authorities said. 

Investigators are trying to iden- 
tify the shooters, and the people 
who were shot have told police they 
had no problems with the suspect- 
ed shooters, Hughes said. 


Members of the university-sanc- 
tioned Omega Psi Phi fraternity 
lived at the house, YSU spokes- 
man Ron Cole said. 

“This is one of those days that 
every university president across 
the country, as well as many other 
officials, always dread,” university 
president Cynthia Anderson said at 
a news conference on campus. 

The 11 injured were taken to 
nearby St. Elizabeth Health Cen- 
ter, and eight of them had been 
treated and released by early after- 
noon, hospital spokeswoman Tina 
Creighton said. 

Anderson said she had been 
assured by police that there was 
no threat to the northeast Ohio 
campus.

When President Obama got to the part of his State 
of the Union address when he called for 80 per- 
cent of Americans to have access to high-speed 
rail, I stood up, did a Little dance and let out a joyous 
“Wooooo." No one in the House chamber seemed 
quite as excited — but, then, I’m not sure how many 
of them commute from Baltimore to D.C. every day. 


I’m only in my sixth month of being 
in the train gang, and as I repeat- 
edly assure my husband (whose job 
is the reason we moved), it really 
hasn’t been that bad. I’ve memo- 
rized the MARC schedule, made 
a bunch of train friends and gen- 
erally learned the rhythms of the 


ritual. But that doesn’t mean it 
couldn’t be better. 

With high-speed rail between 
the two cities, what’s now a 45-min- 
ute MARC trip — on one of the rare 
express trains — could be less than 
half that. Getting home would be 
no more daunting than traveling to 


Rockville. More Washington work- 
ers would feel free to take advan- 
tage of Baltimore’s cheaper real 
estate prices, or just come by for a 
night of experimental music and 
free-flowing Natty Boh. 

Sounds like a 
dream, right? Unfor- 
tunately, for now, 
it’s about as real- 
istic as one. Sure, 
there’s Acela, which 
is technically high- 
speed rail, but that’s 
a 35-minute trip that 
costs about $40 per 
ride. And although a Baltimore- 
Washington Maglev line seemed 
to be in the works a decade ago, the 
project has totally died. (You can 
see the plan on the site Bwmaglev. 
com — last updated in 2003.) Other 
American high-speed rail projects 
are on the drawing board, but none 
of them are anjrwhere near here. 

So, for the foreseeable future, my 
Charm City compatriots and I will 
have to settle for MARC improve- 
ments, which actually seem to be 
in the pipeline. The new schedule, 
starting in March, reportedly will 
increase the number of trains each 
day. (Four more, according to the 
conductor I bugged for details.) 

It’s a small step toward the 
service objectives outlined in the 
MARC growth and investment 
plan, which has been set back due 
to lack of funding. But here are a few 
of the highlights: 15-minute head- 
ways during peak hours; 30-min- 
ute headways the rest of the time; 
late-night and weekend trains; and 
improved on-time reliability. 

If any of that even comes close 
to happening. I’ll definitely be 
doing more dancing.

Outages Spark Generator Sales 


Panicked residents 
buy power sources in 
wake of snow fallout 

Potomac, Md. 

For Arthur Bennett, blackouts now 
come with a soundtrack. 

When last month’s “thunder- 
snow” knocked out power in Ben- 
nett’s Montgomery County neigh- 
borhood, the preindustrial hush 
inside his house — when even 
the refrigerator seemed to hold 
its breath — soon gave way to the 
two-stroke roar of engines up and 
down his block. 

“As soon as the power goes out. 


the generators come on,” said Ben- 
nett, a resident of the tree-filled, 
outage-prone village of Garrett 
Park. 

“In the last couple of years, it’s 
gotten to be like a bunch of lawn 
mowers running all night. It means 
I don’t sleep very well.” 

Bennett, like many residents 
of Pepco’s service area in Mary- 
land and the District, has con- 
cluded that blackouts are likely to 
get even louder as the utility’s fed- 
up customers turn increasingly to 
backup power. 

According to retailers and elec- 
tricians, home generator sales are 
booming in the area Pepco serves, 
especially since the company has

been plagued by repeated, pro- 
longed outages over the past few 
years. Portable generators sold out 


at several home stores after the 
latest storm, and installers report 
that sales of high-end whole-house 
units have skyrocketed.

Electrical said his sales of home 
generators have been climbing 
steadily and reached a near “level 
of panic” after the last blackout — 
mainly on Pepco’s turf 

“We’ve got people begging us 
to come out right now, offering 
to pay extra,” Holt said. “A few 
years ago, we had a lot of sales in 
McLean and Great Falls, places 
where they have a lot of trees. Now 
it’s all Potomac, Bethesda, Silver 
Spring.

Mill Is Busted

The Loudoun County Sheriff’s 
Office has shut down a document 
mill that officials say may have 
provided hundreds of fraudulent 
forms of identification to illegal 
immigrants.

Coming up with “your number” — 
the amount of money you will need 
to retire comfortably — is a preoc- 
cupation for many. 

Some financial services have 
encouraged the quest, most mem- 
orably ING in TV commercials 
showing baby boomers with bright 
orange numbers with dollar signs on 
their heads. The concept has gained

a reliable number for your retire- 
ment savings goal is tough enough.

“Looking at a monster number 
and thinking, T’m never going to 
get there,’ causes a lot of procras- 
tination,” says Anne Arvia, senior 
vice president of retirement plans 
for Nationwide Financial. “It can 


be overwhelming.” 

One increasingly popular con- 
cept advocates setting a savings 
target that’s a multiple of current 
household income. It’s a more man- 
ageable way of staying on top of 
your progress toward retirement 
security. A simpler approach, advo- 
cated among others by Principal 
Financial, holds that the average 
investor should focus on saving 
11 percent to 15 percent of pay over 
a 40-year career in order to be OK 
in retirement. 

If someone is close to retire- 
ment but far short of their 
number, they can still 
make “bite-sized 
moves,” says 


Bob Sollmann, who heads the 
retirement business at MetLife. 
Those might include bumping up 
the portion of your paycheck that 
you save by 1 or 2 percent, or con- 
sidering moving somewhere less 
expensive in retirement. 

“If a number is a way to moti- 
vate someone to get somewhere, 
that’s good,” he says. “But at the 
end of the day, it’s all about taking

Cairo’s traffic jams 
and bank lines give 
a surreal sense of 
normalcy amid crisis 

Cairo 

Egyptians desperate for cash lined up 
at newly reopened banks, and Cairo’s 
infamous traffic jams reappeared Sun- 
day as the capital struggled to regain 
a sense of normalcy after nearly two 
weeks of unrest. 

But hulking battle tanks on the 
streets and nervous citizen watch 
groups manning barricades at night 
were vivid reminders that the crisis 
was far from over, with thousands of 
protesters still demanding the ouster 
of the president. 

“It’s much better than yesterday 
or the day before; ordinary people are 
back out walking around and, look, we 
even have a traffic jam,” said Ahmed 
Mohammed, 65, the owner of a men’s 
clothing store on Arab League Street, a 
major commercial thoroughfare. 

Cairo, a city of 18 million people, 
slowed to a near standstill more than 
a week ago after widespread looting 
and street battles broke out in a near- 
total breakdown of security amid 
mass protests demanding the ouster of 
President Hosni Mubarak and police 
abandoned their posts. 

Businesses closed, and traffic was 
largely absent as residents holed up at 
home and faced a curfew that at one point 
started at 3 p.m., choking off a city once 
renowned for never sleeping. The curfew 
start has since been relaxed to 7 p.m. 

Most stores were open Sunday for 
the first time in days, although some 
were boarded up with signs saying they 
were “closed due to looting.” Across the 
12-lane divided road from Mohammed’s 
store were the burnt-out remains of a 
police station and a duty-free shop. 

Traffic also had returned to its 
normal sluggish rush-hour flow in 
many parts of the city, albeit with a 
dearth of traffic police.

“We want reform to continue but with 
a return to normal life,” added Ahmed, 
echoing the sentiment of many across 
a city that still wants change, while 
desperately yearning for the end to the 
unrest.

President Hosni Mubarak’s immedi- 
ate resignation —the key demand 
of protesters in the streets of Cairo

Since Four Loko was cruelly decaf- 
feinated, I've been on the hunt for an- 
other novelty alcohol-based product 
to make fun of.

The 
ability to calmly back away from 
our missteps could even make our 
world a better place. Hear her dis- 
pense wisdom on Monday at Poli- 
tics and Prose. 

What do we want to be right about 
the most? 

We actually tend to really want to 
be right even about totally triv- 


ial things. You would think the 
higher the stakes get, the more 
we care about 
being right, and 
to some extent 
that’s true. But I 
found that people 
would tell me sto- 
ries about getting 
into these esca- 
lating conflicts 
over really trivial issues. I use in 
the book this funny situation in 


Grand Central Terminal, where I 
overheard a couple fighting about 
whether the woman had asked for 
a slice of pound cake. 

Does our desire to be right vary 
by profession? You’re speaking in 
D.C., where politicians can’t really 
afford to be wrong. 

If you talk to scientists, to entre- 
preneurs, to people in the financial 
world, artists, doctors, you get these 
unbelievably different ideas and feel- 


ings about error. To be perfectiy hon- 
est, I can’t actually think of a profes- 
sional subculture that has a more 
dysfunctional relationship to wrong- 
ness than politicians, and that’s not 
their fault as individual beings. It’s a 
subculture that makes it impossible 
to handle error gracefully.

What do you think is the best part 
of being wrong? 

There are some kinds of mistakes 
that are very disastrous. I would 
never want to say, “mistakes are great 
for the following X reasons.” But the 
experience of being wrong, to me, is 
a fundamentally exciting experience. 
As hard as it can be in the moment, 
as confusing, as disorienting, it is one 
of those rare opportunities in life to 
totally revise our understanding of 
the world and deeply learn some- 
thing new, to have the world shift 
in front of you. That can be really

pages at connpLetion. 

The orchestra Launched the 
digital archive on Thursday with 

300.000 pages fronn nnusic director 
Leonard Bernstein's tenure, fronn 
1943 to 1970. They include nnore than 

1.000 conducting scores nnarked by 
Bernstein, Andre Kostelanetz, Dimitri 
MitropouLos and Gustav Mahler. 
There's also more than 3,200 printed 
programs, 4,500 Lantern slides and 
selected business records, including 
Bernstein's programming proposals 
and correspondence. 

By 2012, 1.3 million pages from 
the Bernstein years will be online. 
They will be followed by documents 
from 1842, the year the Philharmonic 
was founded, to 1908, and from 1909 
to 1943. The digital archive is paid for 
by a $2.4 million grant from the Leon
